It was quite early. But sleep 
would not comesback. I got up, 
put the coffee on, and trudged 

out to the box 
Ter the morning 
paper. 
_ There was an 
old Negro man 
driving by in a 
shabby wagon. 
He had a plow 
in it. He pulled 
up his old horse 
and said, ‘You 
need any yard 
work done, 
or anything 
plowed?” He and the horse looked 
weary and tired. He said he had 
had the horse for 12 years. We 
made a small deal. I went back 
in, thinking that not often now 
does one see a horse and wagon. 

In the paper there was a story 
from India. For a change, it 
wasn’t about neutralism or Nehru, 
the drought or the rice crop. It 
was about two regiments of In- 
dian lancers. It said one regiment 
was being abolished to be re- 
placed by a tank corps, but that 
one regiment of lancers would be 
kept for ceremonial use at pa- 
rades and great occasions of 
State. 

Time was when all the nations 
of Zurope had lancers. They were 
the phalanx lifted from foot sol- 
diers and made mobile. They were 
gay on parades with ribbons flut- 
tering and they were terrible in a 
charge. But that was before guns 
became so common. Against rifles 
they were not good. 

I sat there drinking coffee, and 
thinking about horses. I remem- 
bered my boyhood in Tennessee 
and riding a horse to the mill 
with a sack of corn before me. I 
remembered ‘‘busting middles’’ 
when I was just big enough to 
hold the plow handles. I remem- 
bered the smell of the stables, 
and the dust of the barn lot. The 
aroma of green corn blades on a 
hot day came back, and I re- 
membered the heavy, sweet smell 
of plowed earth and~green corn 
after a heavy rain, and that 
of a hot, sweating horse.

“Mr. Hand, who became chairman of 
the Authority, said the programs now in 
progress will furnish ‘adequate school 
buildings for 77 per cent of all the pupils 
in both the elementary and high schools 
of Georgia.” He said the ‘day is not too 
distant’ when every Georgia school will 
be ‘adequate in every respect.’ 


“Dr. Collins is even more specific in 
predicting the program will provide school 
facilities ‘adequate in all respects within 
the next three years.’ 

“By the time the Authority completes 
its work in 1972, it is estimated it will 
have spent $200,000,000 on the construc- 
tion of completely adequate, equal schools 
for members of both races.” 


Governor Talmadge’s forthright state- 
ment of Fred Hand’s gréat contribution 
to Georgia and its educational problem 
places the emphasis where it belongs. 

Fred Hand is not attempting to fool 
the people by abuse or diversionary 
tirades against his opponents.

GI Borrowers Prove 


Faith Was Justified 


All of the benefits that will accrue 
eventually to the nation as a result of the 
GI Bill, signed into law’ 10 years ago, 
will perhaps never be measured. That it 
will return to the Treasury in taxes much 
more than it has actually cost is a cer- 
tainty. 

One feature of the bill that is paying 
off handsomely is the business loan guar- 
antee. Under its provisions veterans were 
permitted to borrow up to $4,000 under 
government guarantee to establish them- 
selves in business, 


According to a story in the Wall Street 
Journal, a total of 213,964 loans had been 
made through May 25 of this year under 
the bill. They amounted to $576,000,000, 
of which the government directly guar- 
anteed $173,800,000. Today well over 
half of these loans have already been 
repaid, while 11,529 loans totaling $12,- 
500,000 have defaulted. 


The story gives case histories of a 
number of these borrowers. Beginning 
with small capital, the majority are on 
the road to success. One $2,000 invest- 
ment has been parlayed into’a $100,000-a- 
year business, There are thousands more 
instances of equal satisfaction. 


To date the GI Bill has cost the na- 
tion $15,000,000,000. The returns on the 
investment have just now begun to come 
in but the country can rest assured that 
the tangible and intangiblé results will far 
outweigh the monetary costs.

India is quitting the casté system and it is highly interesting to 
read what India’s ambassador to this country says about education 


and the agé-old system of the “untouchables” 


in his country. 


The people of India are said to have been leaders between the 
fourth and llth centuries AD, in learning and in the intellectuality 


displayed in its use. 


India’s numerous colleges and universities 


attained world fame, especially Nalands, with its 1,500 instructors. 


They claimed not to be content 
with the mechanics of education, 
but aimed at the formation of 
good habits and the perfection of 
characters. In other words, they 
trained minds as we train bodies 
in athletics and the arts. 

But what we as Amenicans and 
the people of India are interested 
in most at this time is, what can 
democracy do for the underprivi- 
leged in the world. Every country 
has them, and the experiments 
uséd through ages past have not 
permanently solved the problem. 

We claim to have done more 
than most people of our age and 
generation, and we had fine no- 
tions when we were planning our 
government, Our statesmen want- 
ed to give every person a chance, 
but statesmen in the old world said 
our plan wouldn't work; that the 
common man couldn't and 
wouldn't appreciate our interest; 
and he’d want to climb high too 
suddenly, 

The English were especially du- 
bious, and India’s Mahatma Gan- 
dhi has just finished a }ife full of 
struggle against that distrust. Now 
let's hear a few words from the 
ambassador, 


“Caste systems, whether based 


on social order, and as in this 
country, or on religious 


precepts, as in mine, do not dis- 
appear merely because they have 
been outlawed. They change be- 
cause their iniquity and injustice 
stand exposed and make it difficult 
for people to accept them any 
longer.” 


He said what Mahatma Gandhi 
did caused the constitution of India 
to be changed in 1950, prohibiting 
the practice of “untouchability.”’ 
Gandhi through the years taught 
the people that they could not 
claim exemption from the tyranny 
of others if it was practiced by the 
people of India against their own 
people. The so-called untouch- 
ables now oceupy ministerships in 
the federal as well as in the state 
governments. They are equal and 
honored members of the legisla- 
tures and the national services. 
They are permitted to enter clubs, 
temples, schools and places of re- 
sort, from which they were until 
recently barred. 


We Southerners, Georgians in- 
cluded, are charged as being op- 
posed to the Negro’s advancement. 
Yet Georgia prohibited slavery un- 
til we were persuaded that it was 
the most humane institution that 
had ever been devised for teaching 
the Africans the white man’s civili- 
zation, 


remnants of the Armenian people 
returned to their homes from the 
deserts of Arabia and Mesopotamia 
believing that they would be safe 
under the French flag. 

Suddenly, unexpectedly and 
without warning French pulled out 
of the cities Morash, Aintob and 
vicinities leaving the Christian 
Armenians once more at the mercy 
of Kemol's hordes.

the ax or sticks his arm into ‘the 
feed mill without first shutting off 
the power. 


He goes to the hospital and his 
friends come in to do his plowing 
or harvesting for him in a demon- 
stration of neighborly spirit which 
is less seldom seen than in the 
days of. the house-raisings and 
husking bees. 

The Waterloo Boy was the most 
hazardous thing on our farm. It 
was more risky than the 6ld ram 
who would take advantage of you 
every time you turned your back. 
It was more dangerous even than 
the sausage mill and that’s not 
forgetting the time Father ran 
Aunt Sophronia’s hand through the 
mill to cause a family breach that 
was months in healing. 


The Waterloo Boy was the one- 
cviinder gasoline engine that 
pumped all the water on the farm. 
The name did not arise from the 
many times man lost to the ma- 
chine. 

This was a low compression, 
low-slung horse-and-a-half ‘power 
plant made away out in Waterloo, 
lowa. 

The ignition was combination of 
dry cells, booster coil and a make- 
and-break firing system. Either it 
made a spark or it broke your 
back trying. The choke was a cup- 
shaped affair over which you held 
your left hand, 

The other hand. was for the 
crank, a detachable handle which 
flew off on the slightest provoca- 
tion. And since Cranking position 
was one knee on the floor, the toll 
in skinned knuckles was terrific. 

The Waterloo Boy had the tem- 
permanent of a Garbo, the symme- 
try of an oxcart and the kick of 
Fannin County dew. 

As you can see, it made a last- 
ing impresson on me. That was 
the day the crank flew off and 
slapped me on the cheek in a way 
I have not been slapped since, even 
by that wave at the beach. 

I would like to have that in- 
fernal machine back for only one 
reason. That it is to see what it 
would do on 80-octane gasoline. 
One twist of the wrist and likely 
it would tear away from its moor- 
ings and make 90 miles an hour 
down the highway on its two cast 
iron flywheels. 

The Waterloo Boy gave way to 
the REA, May it rest in pieces. 
Thé only thing on the farm that 
hurt more was gétting up at 5 
a.m. on a below-zero morning te 
hélp with the milking.

Worm Pills Still Sit 
In Indo Warehouse 


WASHINGTON—Now it begins to look as 
though some of our bumbling bureaucracy, 
stretching halfway around the world, may have 


had something to do with the French debacle in Indochina. 


We meant well, as usual, 


million _ hexylresorcinol _ pills 
packed in three million glass vials 
to fight hookworm, a scourge of 
that unhappy land. 


These cost $400,000, but that 
seemed a small price to our re- 
lief officials in a country where 
80 per cent of the population was 
infected. The idea was that if 
they could be cured, they'd have 
pep enough and will enough to 
fight the Communists who were 
invading them. 

So the pills arrived in Saigon 
where Dr. Lewis C. Robbins of 
our relief mission there was sad- 
dened to discover they weren't 
what he ordered, Seems that 
hexyletcetera is so corrosive that 
it can burn the lining of the 
mouth. Each tablet must be en- 
cased in a tough gelatine cover 
that won't dissolve or crack in the 
process of going down. 

Some of these pills already were 
cracked, They were downright 
dangerous. Dr. Robbins was _ be- 
ing transferred, so he did nothing 
about ’em. 

His successor, Dr. John O. Ratf- 
ferty, didn't think the pills were 
useful, either. So he didn’t use 
‘em, And there they remain in 
an Oriental warehouse today, al- 
most four years later. 

The International Affairs  sub- 
committee, headed by Rep. 
Charlies B. Brownson (R-Ind), now 
is trying to discover what hap- 
pened. The story so far unfolded 


but we fumbled the deal. 


Back in 
1950 when everybody hoped the French had a chance to win theif 
war in the Orient we began shipping them supplies, both military 
and civilian. 

Not the least of these were 15 


of carelessness in high govern- 
ment office isn't a pretty one. 

The two medicos in Saigon 
might well have put up a fight 
for a shipment of properly made 
pills, but they didn’t. The Foreign 
Operations Administration man 
sent a letter to the General Serv- 
ices Administration man, asking 
him to make sure the pills were 
properly inspected by the Food 
and Drug Administration; he said 
make sure the coverings were 
good. 

His letter never got forwarded 
to Food and Drug. The experts 
there inspected the contents of the 
pills and found them good, but did 
not examine the capsules around 
them. So they went to Saigon. 


Then Food and Drug took an- 


. other look. 


So the years went by, while ‘the 
bureaucrats wrote letters to one 
another. And still those unusable 
pills remained in Indochina. 


So all these people, nearly @ 
dozen of them, told their tales to 
the committee, each one was sure 
he'd done exactly right. It was 
the other fellow who made the 
wrong decision. . After listening 
most of ‘the day, Rep. Brownson 
remarked: .. 

“This looks to me like a case 
where bureaucracy was on the 
side of the worms.”

Summer Adieu . - 


You can't fool me about summer. She's getting that coppery 
shine to her, that look of faraway places in her eyes. She's on 
her way out. 

How do I know that, here in July? It’s not, worse luck, a 
premature chill in the air. It's not even the coat sale ads. What's 
in the air is more subtle and insidious than even fashion 
writers’ copy. 

Country fairs are tuning up! 

All my life, or at least since I saw Janet Gaynor and Charles 
Farrell in “State Fair’’ a hundred years ago, I've dreamed of 
exhibiting something— anything !—at a fair. This year, as a part- 
time mountaineer, I was confidently hoping to go to the mountain 
fair at Hiawassee with a few of my choice tomatoes and straw- 
berries and come home with, well, if not cash prizes, a-modest 
blue ribbon or two. 


And what happens? The Towns County Lions Club, without 
giving a thought to the fact that my tomatoes and strawberries 
weren’t half ready, has already rushed into the mails the of- 
ficial entry list. And the fair is slated to begin practically any 
minute. Or, to be specific, Aug. 16, which is, as far as my 
mountain garden is concerned, practically any minute. (I really 
do have beautiful strawberry and tomaté plants but I haven't 
found a fair yet with a classification for foliage only. They all 
seem to expect fruit.)

The Georgia Mountain Fair is apparently just exhibiting .the 
early symptoms of what will become a statewide fever by first 
frost. Fair committee meetings are being held all over Georgia. 
(Cedartown citizens had a session to line up prizes the other 
day.) Out on the farms children are grooming pigs and calves. 
Women, pressed to get the surplus peas and beans and corn and 
tomatoes .and peaches and berries safely back of glass before 
they spoil, are ever mindful as they work of the color and sym- 
metry of their products. And a few jars and glasses are inevi- 
tably set aside with the county far in mind. 

Quilts and fancy work all carefully folded away in chests, 
wait only to be lifted from the tissue paper and hung up in the 
big sawdust-smelling exhibit building. 

The thing about the mountain fair, which is held annually 
in Hiawassee with several mountain counties participating, is 
that it is early enough to give city vacationers a chance to take 
it in. I have been surprised at the number who plan their vaca- 
tions with the fair in mind. 


There'll be plenty to see at the fair, of course, and from 
looking over the entry list yo@’'d think even a part-time moun- 
taineer could come up with a contender for at least one blue 
ribbon. If you haven't hay or honey or home-cured him, you 
ought to have apples or a few scuppernongs or muscadines. A 
pair of goats or a bantam hen or a few glasses of jelly... half 
a dozen buttermilk biscuits ...a pair of crocheted gloves... 
a hooked rug or a dresser scarf ...a hand-painted pin tray 
.«.® homemade lamp... all of these are things you'd think 
any self-respecting rural woman could come up with. 


Many of them will, of course. The “Homemade and Handy” 
division will show all kinds of implements, tools, “household 
utensils and gadgets which ingenious farm folks have built them-

“It is only governments, that, 
are stupid, not the masses of the 
people,”’ he declared. “‘Govern- 
ments may seek for power, for 
the right to dominate, to extend 
their authority over others. Free 
people do not seek that.”’ 


“OUR FIRESIDES”’ 

The President did not under- 
emphasize the importance of the 
free world remaining § strong 
economically and militarily in 
the struggle to protect ‘‘our fire- 
sides and our rights.” 

Yet, he added, bullets, guns, 
planes and ships and all other 
weapons of war cannot produce 
a lasting and real peace.
